; 1. Most nouns form plurals by adding s. 
2. Nouns ending in sounds like s, sh, ch, &, and z cannot take an s sound, and so add a 
syllable in es. 
3, Fina! y following a consonant is changed to t, and es added as above. Some nouns 
ending in f change the f to v. 
4, Final y following a vowel is retained, and the plural is formed as in Rule I. 
5. Words ending in silent e drop the e before taking a suffix beginning with a vowel; 
except in words ending in ce or ge, when the e is retained to show the sounds of ¢ and g, 
which are coft only before e or 7. 
6. Final y following a consonant is changed to 7 unless the suffix begins with 7. 
7. If preceded by a vowel, the y is retained, as a rule. 
8. Monosyllables ending in a single consonant preceded by a single vowel, double the 
final consonant on adding a syllable beginning with a vowel. 
9 But the final consonant remains single if it is preceded by a consonant or by two 
vowels. 
10. ‘{he letters f, 7, and s, at the end of monosyllables and after single vowels, are 


generally double.
